Thumbing over these early chap-

were a heart-aflame Paul and Bar- 
nabas and a host of like-minded 
brethren, dominated by a mission- 
ary passion, there came into being 
the Church in Asia, and the new 
social order that ensued.

ORCHARDIST WARNED 
COMBAT PEACH TREE 


BORERS AT ONCE 


Peach tree 
borers 
should be 


combatted for next year at once, 
Calvin Plgg, Navarro county farm 
agent, stated Thursday afternoon 
and suggested remedies to be used 
In the fight against these insects 
that cause considerable losses to 
fruit growers annually. 


The breeding stock of the peach 
tree borers are laying eggs near 
the ground nad the larvae bores 
into the wood of the peach, plum, 
apple, and cherry trees, the coun- 
ty agent said, causing the tree 
to produce gum in an effort to 
combat 
its enemy. The 
insects 


live in the wood, sapping the vi- 
tality of the tree for a year be- 
fore emerging as moths. 


As a remedy to be used, Mr. 


Plgg suggested the using of one 
ounce of paridichlorabenzine for 
trees three years or older. The 
dirt should be scooped out from 
about the tree trunk down to the 
roots and then put the powder 
paradichlorabenzine in a circle on 
the ground one and one-half or 
two inches from the trunk, replac- 
ing the dirt back about the trunk 
of the three as it was before it 
was removed. Mf. Pigg said this 
treatment costs approximately two 
cents per tree and should be done 
between Oct. 1 and Oct. 15.

fective. Lockhart 
and Sheppard 


pointed out that the law would 
do no good if it did not become 
effective for 90 days because the 
tax rate had to be

right 
away. 


If the legislature should quickly 
rescind its action and pass the 
bill 
by the 
two-thirds majority 


of a membership of each house, it 
was indicated that the Increase 
might be revoked. 


No announcement of the in- 


creased rate come from the gov- 
ernor's office. The governor told 
one of his secretaries that action 
on the rate was being withheld 
pending the legislature's dlspostu 
of its bill. 


Members of the tax board point- 


ed out that under the existing

'."Two .things that cause pain, and

quite 
unnecessary — bunions 


and -ingrowing 
toenails—will be 
our subject today. Both these ail- 
ments are comparatively modern 
—comparatively, for in any mu- 
leum an examination of the shoes 
worn 100 or 200 years ago show 
a complete lack of understanding 


- of foot comfort. The best that can 
be said for most of- the shoes 
that have been saved for us is 
that they are of soft material. But 
most of the treasured shoes that 
have found their way Into mu- 
eeums 
are delicately 
embroided 


• satin alippers; 
the commonplace 


-leather shoes of another period 
were almost never saved. 


If 
your 
large toe» begin to 
bend in, if that joint at the base 
ahows any redness, you can be 
sure that your shoes are too short, 
or too tight, putting undue pres- 
sure on the toes. Change your 
type of shoe at once, either wear- 
ing them longer or getting a style 
with narrow heel and wider toes. 
Also lower heels, which allow the 
weight to rest on a flat, instead 
of a'slanting surface. Then wear 
a pad of cotton between your big 
toes and the next ones, to hold 
the joints straight, and go to a 
specialist for advice and treat- 
ment. For it is very difficult and 
expensive to cure a bunion that 
Is really well developed.

toenail 
short and

The measure, enacted yesterday

Governor Sterling was expected to 
give his approval promptly. 


Injunction would be the

weapon for enforcement of the 
law, the bill making it the duty 
of the district or county attorney 
to bring suit to enjoin a .viola- 
or 
fr'om 
raising 
an 
excessive 


amount of cotton upon the sworn 
complaint of'any citizen that the 
law was being violated or upon 
request of the county judge or 
state commissioner of agriculture. 


In the event county and district 


attorneys 
fail to 
enforce the 
statute, it will be the attorney 
general's duty to file injunction 
proceedings, 
Penalties 
for 
violation range 


from $25 to $100 an acre, to be 
paid into the county road and 
bridge funds. However, proponents 
of the measure 
declared their 


purpose was to prevent' the grow- 
ing of too much cotton, rather 
than to make the grower pay for 
that privilege. 
Would Be Cut In Half 


Advocates of the measure 
set 


forth the argument that approxi- 
mately, 52 per cent of the total 
cultivated area in Texas is plant- 
ed in cotton this year and a 
future limitation of cotton plant- 
ing to 30 per cent of the total 
area would efect a reduction of 
60 per 
cent in present 
cotton 


acreage. 
The legislature passed the bill 


approximately two weeks after it 
had been called into session Sept. 
8 to relieve the plight of the'cot- 
ton farmer, suffering from a «ix- 
cent price for his product. 


Advocates of the proposal would 
not predict an immediate increase 
iln price. However, they expected 
%5ie law 
to accomplish 
in two 


years what the Long plan of cot- 
ton prohibition would accomplish 
in one. They hoped it would go 
far toward 
eliminating the im- 
mense surplus of the white staple. 
Depends on Other States 


The effectiveness of the meas- 


ure as a means 
of combatting 
over-production will depend large- 
ly on action of other•' southern 
states. The Louisiana and South 
Carolina legislatures had approved 
bills calling for a cotton, holiday 
in 1932 and were hoping Texas 
would act in like fashion. Wheth- 
er the other cotton states would 
accept Texas' plan remained- to 
be seen. 
Constitutionality of the measure 
was mooted. Opponents contend- 
ed it was a deprivation of prop- 
erty without due process of law 
end an unwarranted governmental 
interference with a right of an 
individual. Proponents believed the 
proposal 
was 
constitutional be- 


cause the constitution gives the 
utate the right to enact laws con- 
erving the soil, a natural re- 
source, and preventing the spread 
of pests. The question was ex- 
pected to be decided by V. courtH.
